New High Seen 


in Corporation 


Profits in 1955 


WASHINGTON, Wl — The gov 
eminent reported today that cor­ 
poration profits are headed for a 
new all time high. 
In contrast, 
farmers' net income this year will 
be about 10 percent below last 
year. 
The corporation profit estimate 
came from President Eisenhower's 
Council of Economic Advisers. It 
boomed administration hopes for 
balancing the federal budget and 
cutting taxes in 1950. 
For the first nine months of this 
year, 
corporation 
profits 
were 
rocketing along at an annual rate 
Of $42,600,000,000. 


BUT THE DECLINE in farm in­ 
come emphasized the administra­ 
tion's difficulties with a problem 
that has become about the biggest 
issue now in the coming presiden­ 
tial election campaign. 
. 
The Agriculture Department pre­ 
dicted that the farmers’ taxable 
net income for 1955 will be about 
«10,600.000.000. 
which 
is $1,200,­ 
000,00 below last year. Prospects 
for 1956 point to some further de­ 
cline, 
Actually, farmers' cash receipts 
so Tar this year have ben about 
4 percent below a year ago. But 
higher pregaction expenses are ex­ 
pected to shave the net taxable 
income to 10 percent. 


THE COUNCIL’S ESTIMATE of 
corporation profits for the third 
quarter will be published in the 
monthly publieátion of the Senate- 
House Economic Committee. The 
details were made available In ad­ 
vance to the United 'í’ress. 
The 
administration 
meanwhile 
kept a firm hand on the nation's 
expanding credit. Six Federal Re­ 
serve banks raised their interest 
rates today from 2% to 2% per 
cent. This is a move which tends 
to curb borrowing. 
An additional one billion dollars 
more than the administration ex­ 
pected in August will pour into the 
Treasury in the form of taxes. 
This would go a long ways toward 
cutting down the deficit which, in 
August, was estimated at $1.700,­ 
000,000.

He is now in Arizona fighting 
extradition. He contends the law 
under which he was indicted is un­ 
constitutional.

Division in GOP Ranks 
Indicated by 2 Governors

WASHINGTON, Wi — Two Re­ 
publican governors have just been 
heard from on the subject of the 
1956 GOP presidential nomination. 
One governor hopes Mr. Eisen­ 
hower will not run again. 
The 
other hopes he does. 
What they 
had to say adds np to considerable 
support for the idea that Mr. Eisen­ 
hower is the GOP’s indispensable 
man, after all. 
Governor No. 1 was Utah's J. 
Blacken Lee. Lee is for Sen Wil­ 
liam F. Knowland of California for 
the Republican presidential nomi­ 
nation. He said health considera­ 
tions should forbid Mr. Eisenhower 
running again. 
What he had to say is cited here 
as evidence of a real division with­ 
in the Republican Party. He re­ 
pudiated Eisenhower's foreign and 
domestic policies, especially on 
ground of failing to reduce govern­ 
ment spending sufficiently. The 
governor said the Republican ad­ 
ministration was conducting give­ 
away 
programs begun 
by the 
Democrats. He wants farm sub­ 
sidies discontinued. 


Hall Favors Eisenhower 
Governor No. 2 is Fred Hall of 
Kansas. He told National Republi­ 
can Club diners in New York this 
week that the Republican Party is 
in a bad way for several reasons; 
1. Too many Republicans oppose 
Mr. Eisenhower's philosophy and 
program. 
2. The party is turning away the 
support of millions of Americans, 
especially those on the farms and 
in labor unions. 
Hall said it must get in step 
with the President and realize 
that there is no longer any vote- 
appeal in extreme conservatism 
The American choice, he sgid. is 
not now between conservative and 
progressive ideas but between pro­ 
gressive ideas and ideas which are 
far more radical. 
Hall said Mr. Eisenhower would 
lick any^opponent put against him 
if he is a candidate next year. 
Bozell, for the conservatives, con­ 
ceded that tbeir movement was 
alive only because the President 
was ill. It all adds up to admis­ 
sion from both sides that only Mr. 
Eisenhower would be a sure bet 
to win for the Republicans next 
time. 


Tokyo Protests 
to South Korea 


TOKYO IW—Japan protested to­ 
day to the Republic of South 
Korea against its orders to fire 
on Japanese ships sailing near Ko­ 
rean shores. 
Vice Foreign Minister Seumitsu 
Kadowak: called Korean Minister 
Kim Yong Shi to his office and 
told Kim Japan takes a "grave 
view'' of the order issued by the 
ROK military joint chiefs of staff. 
, In a written statement yester­ 
day. the Korean military staff said 
ROK patrol craft will fire upon 
and sink “if necessary” Japanese 
fishing vessels that cross inside 
Korea's disputed Rhee fishery line 
Kadowaki tcld him Japan did 
not recognize the 60-mile offshore 
line set by Korean President Syqg- 
man Rhee. He warned that Korea 
must assume full responsibility if 
any Japanese vessels are attacked. 


Fauré Rejects 


Hints He Resign 


PARIS. W — Premier Edgar 
Faure rejected suggestions that he 
resign today in the midst of bis 
fight with a hostile Parliament 
over his plans for early general 
elections. 
But a three and a half-hour 
Cabinet session presided over by 
President Rene Coty failed to pro­ 
duce agreement on what election 
system the Cabinet should support 
in forthcoming debate in the Na­ 
tional Assembly. 
The three-week-old deadlock in 
the Parliament over the electoral 
law issue has stalled Faure's origi­ 
nal plan fb hold elections early in 
December rather than next June 
as scheduled. 


Author O'Connor 
Found Guilty of 
Contempt Today 


WASHINGTON. W — Author 
Harvey O'Connor was found guilty 
of contempt of Congress today by 
Federal Judge Joseph C. McGar- 
raghy. 
He was fined $500 and put on 
probation for a year. His attorneys 
promptly announced they would 
appeal. O'Connor was continued 
free on $1000 bond. 
The charge against O'Connor. 58. 
biographer of American million­ 
aires. stemmed from his refusal 
two years ago to tell Sen. Joseph 
R. McCarthy's Investigating Sub- 
committe whether he was a Com­ 
munist when he wrote some books 
used in American overseas libra­ 
ries. 
O'Connor, 
of 
Winnelka, 
111., 
commented wryly that both Mc­ 
Carthy and the government had 
repeatedly said they were not the 
least bit interested in the content 
of any of his books. 
"The First Amendment is the 
crux of the case—the freedom of 
a writer to write books,” he said.

THE PLANE was piloted by Wil­ 
liam McDougal. Fred Hall, the first 
officer, and a steward named Ad­ 
ams also were aboard. 
Deputy Sheriff Donald Peterson 
was the first man to reach the 
crash scene. 
"I rushed to the wreckage and 
began hauling bodies out," he said. 
"They were screaming and there 
was nothing I could do abput it." 
Pfc. Robert Fische, one of the 
soldiers aboard, said the plane's 
engine began acting up shortly 
after takeoff. 
"It made a weird sound," he 
said. “Then there was a flash. I 
remembered afterwards that the 
flash came just before we hit. 
"It looked like the plane had 
cracked wide open. There was a 
big hole in it and I went out there. 
I just stood around and didn’t 
know what to do." 


THE 
FOUR-ENGINE 
PLANE 
crashed shortly after takeoff. It 
was enroule to Billings, Mont., its 
first stop, and points east.

THE DEPARTMENT suggested 
to the SACB last week that if re­ 
view an eight-month-old charge 
brought by the Pension Union that 
Cain is too "biased and prejudiced" 
to participate in the proceedings. 
The old charge states that Cain is 
biased against the defendant, not 
the government. For this reason 
the department request is not di­ 
rectly connected with its running 
argument with Cain over loyalty- 
security matters.

A Bad Situation—Another voice is being heard at the 
present time insofar as architects’ fees for new school 
buildings are concerned. 
Assemblyman Sam Geddes, 
of Napa and Solana counties, said recently: 
"Excessive fees to orchltectf ore padding public «chool con­ 
struction costs in California and impeding the state's efforts 
to provide adequate educational facilities for its ever-growing 
school population." 


Assemblyman Geddes, to correct what he believes is 
a bad situation insofar as schools are concerned, will 
ask the assembly interim committee on education to 
Join with him in sponsorihg legislation to reduce the 
fees from the standard of 8 per cent, “to something 
still fair, but more in line with the services which the 
architects actually perform.” 


He also declared th at in many instances, the charge 
for plans should not exceed 2 per cent of construction 
costs, instead of the standard 8 per cent. Funds saved 
would provide school buildings for thousands of pupils 
for whom the state has no proper facilities at the pres­ 
ent time.. 


The question of architect’s fees for school buildings 
has been the subject of extended controversy in state 
government for many years, espcially since the state 
started contributions to distressed school districts with 
proceeds of bond issues voted by the people. 
It is obvious enough that when an architect starts 
from serarch to construct a new school house, that he 
is entitled to his fee, as the architect. 


The subject of controversy, therefore, is not so much 
the original fee, as the continued use of school buildings 
plans, or the adoption of standard plans, which the 
state has done only in a mild way. 
In other words, what has- raised the controversy is 
the continued charging of an 8 per cent fee by the arch­ 
itects when plans are duplicated, as they are in many 
school districts. 


A graduated scale of fees might be worked out where­ 
by the architect would get a reasonable fee, and the 
scale could be based either on the amount of monies in­ 
volved, or upon the re-usage of prior plans which the 
school district already has paid for. 
Undoubtedly, this would not be wholly satisfactory to 
the architects who are used to their 8 per cent fee on 
any construction. But it would be beneficial to the tax­ 
payers of the state. 


It will be interesting to see what happens to Geddes’ 
bill, first whether the remainder of the committee will 
join with him in sponsoring the measure, and second, 
whether the powerful architects’ lobby, which is much 
in evidence in Sacramento during legistative time, will 
be strong enough to stop the measure.

In any event, the problem is before the legislature, 
as it long has been. Probably the only manner in which 
it will be solved will be the adoption by the state de­ 
partment of education of a series of standard plans for 
the construction of school buildings in California, a pro­ 
cedure which on its face would assure more buildings 
for the available money.

LIMITING COURT-MARTIAL — The United States 
Supreme Court handed down a sane decision when it 
ruled a law permitting the armed services to court-mar­ 
tial ex-GIs for crimes committed in service is consti­ 
tutionally invalid. 
That does not mean such crime 
should escape punishment. It means such a crime can­ 
not be subject to m ilitary trial. 
The case at issue was that of former Air Force Sgt. 
Robert W. Toth, charged with killing a South Korean 
civilian, Bong Soon Kil. If this was culpable homicide, 
the defendent should be. tried, and if convicted he should 
be punished. The Air Force contended the former G.I. 
could not be tried in civil courts. It is impossible not 
to agree with Justice Black, who declared there is no 
valid reason that a civilian former serviceman must be 
tried by court-martial, or not tried at all. 
Crimes committed during service should be punished 
by the service if possible. If not possible, punishment 
should be lodged with District Courts by Congress. The 
military’s authority should end with separation from 
military service. 
Otherwise this essential branch of 
government would encroach upon civilian life, expand­ 
ing military influence beyond its proper scope. That is 
not a salutary thing in democracy.

YOUR CITY GOVERNMENT 


By JACK SANDERS 
City Building Inspector 


The City Building Department 
was established at the time of the 
cityfs incorporation, but existed as 
a more or less one-man depart­ 
ment up to and through most of 
the years of World War II. 
During 1944, the staff was ex­ 
panded to include one full time 
and one part time Inspector. From 
1946 to 1949. the number of in­ 
spectors fluctuated between three 
and four, a clerk-stenographer hav­ 
ing been added to the department 
in 1947. In the latter part of 1949, 
the number of inspectors was re­ 
duced to two, and the staff has 
remained at two inspectors and 
one clerk-stenographer up to the 
present time, although the employ­ 
ment of a third inspector is now 
contemplated. 


THE NUMBER OF people on 
the Building Department staff has 
not increased during the past six 
years, but the same cannot be said 
of the volume of building. 
Records 
in 
building 
valuation 
figures have been broken constant­ 
ly during the current year. The 
total dollar valuation of construc­ 
tion in Palm Springs for 1955 will 
be approximately five times that in 
1949. 
The building permits from 
1938 
to 
1944 
averaged 
$298.634 
total valuation per year 
At the 
end of the war, Iq 1945, the permit 
valuation jumped to $1,893,590 for 
the year, 429 permits having been 
issued. 
Since that time, there has never 
been a year for which we have 
not had well over a million dol­ 
lars valuation. Currently, through 
October of this year, 715 permits 
have been issued for a valuation

THE CHECKING OF plans, is­ 
suance of building, plumbing and 
electrical perm its and inspection of 
structures 'a rc only a few of the 
activities of the building depart­ 
ment. Among other functions are 
the 
abatem ent 
of 
substandard 
structures, together with any hear­ 
ings, procedures and inspections 
attendant 
thereto, 
the 
checking 
and approval of premises for busi­ 
ness license, issuance of signs, 
housemoving and sewer connection 
permits. 
The building departm ent also 
acts as the enforcement agency 
for the planning departm ent in ad­ 
ministering the zoning laws, and 
handles all complaints pertaining 
tn building, zoning, etc. 
The city m ust from tim e to time 
bring its ordinances covering va­ 
rious phases of building construc­ 
tion up to date. The chief building 
inspector is responsible for seeing 
that these ordinance changes are 
recommended to city council and 
has had the cooperation of many 
of the local contractors in formu­ 
lating new ordinances and ordi­ 
nance amendments. 


AT THE PRESENT time, the 
building department is in the proc­ 
ess of rewriting the electrical or­ 
dinance w h i c h has 
not been 
changed since 1937. Due to the in­ 
creased use of electrical appli­ 
ances such as garbage disposals, 
automatic washers and driers, dish 
washers and electrical refrigera­ 
tion. it was felt that the ordinance 
should be reviewed and brought up 
to date to provide more adequate 
wiring. 
The increased building activity 
in Palm Springs has naturally 
caused a parallel increase in the 
number of inquiries m ade of the 
department, both over the counter 
and the telephone. Many and va­ 
ried are the questions staff mem­ 
bers attem pt to answer daily as 
completely and satisfactorily as 
possible, from lot size and location 
to location of a home under con­ 
struction. 
The 
building 
department 
has 
membership in the Pacific Coast 
Building Officials Conference and 
inspectors regularly attend month­ 
ly chapter meetings of this group. 
Throug the efforts of Donald E. 
Graham, form er chief building in­ 
spector, the 1956 national conven­ 
tion and business meeting of the 
building officials will be held in 
Palm Springs for the first time.

CHICAGO — Governor Averill 
Harriman is going to spring an­ 
other surprise in his floundering 
presidential campaign. 
lie will climb back on the wagon 
o( his old friend Adlai Stevenson. 
That's the inside word direct 
from the Harrim an cainp to Demo­ 
cratic chiefs assembled here from 
all over the country for a big pre­ 
convention 
pow-pow. 
They 
are 
being told that “at the right tim e" 
the New Yorker will again declare 
he is for Stevenson, and has been 
all along—appearances to the con­ 
trary notwithstanding. 
It is being carefully explained 
that this reaffirmation of support 
does not mean Harriman is aban­ 
doning his own presidential aspira­ 
tions. 
Far from it. He still has 
hopes. 
He is m erely being realistic; 
not altruistic. 
As a White House candidate, 
Harriman has gone nowhere so 
far. 
His 
campaign 
is 
in 
sad 
straits. The shot in the arm he 
hoped for, at that curious Albany 
affair 
where 
former 
President 
Truman gave him a left-handed 
boost, hasn't materialized. Harri- 
m an's boom just hasn't got off the 
ground. 
He can't count on much more 
than half of New York's large dele­ 
gation; only a scattering of back­ 
ers in other key Northern states; 
and none at all in the South. In 
the rest of the country, the out­ 
look is equally bleak. 
Private 
polls and other checks give Har­ 
riman definite first-choice support 
in only four states west of the 
Mississippi—Idaho, Utah, Colorado 
and Wyoming. In all the others he 
is zero-zero. 
So the New York Governor—if 
he wants to rtay in the presiden­ 
tial picture, which he docs very 
much—has no choice but to shift 
strategy. He is not making head­ 
way frontally, so he has to try 
something else. 
That's why he will again pro­ 
claim himself for Stevenson. By 
doing that, Harriman hopes to ac­

things: 
■ d ) Strengthen his own none- 
too-assured position in the New 
York delegation, where top lead­ 
ers are openly against him. largely

Food Experts Tell How to 
Cook the Perfect Turkey 


WASHINGTON, (IB - Here are 
some tips from government food 
experts on how to cook the "per­ 
fect turkey” for Thanksgiving day. 
First, select the right size bffd 
for the number of persons you 
plan to serve — four to 10 servings 
will take four to eight pounds of 
bird; 10 to 20 servings, eight to 12 
pounds of bird. Remember second 
helpings count up. 
Also be sure to allow two to four 
days thawing for a large whole 
frozen bird; one to two days for 
sm aller bird. 
On THE day, salt the inside of 
the turkey, stuff 'a 6 to 12 pound 
bird needs’ two or three quarts of 
stuffing', and fold the neck skin 
back, fastening to the backbone 
with a poultry pin. 
Fold the wing tips over the neck 
skin. Put poultry pins across the 
body cavity opening, lace across

Place 
a "ten t” of aluminum foil or a 
piece of thick cloth moistened with 
fat on top of the turkey, 
if the 
skin drjes out, baste with pan 
drippings or melted fat several 
times during roasting. If the up­ 
per breast tends to burn, protect 
it with a small cloth pad wet fre­ 
quently with cold water. 
Start heavy birds breast down 
and turn when half done. Smaller 
birds 
do 
well 
without 
turning. 
When roasting is half done or two- 
thirds done, cut the string to re­ 
lease the legs—the bird cooks bet­ 
ter, looks better the experts said. 
Cooking time for a 4 to 8 pound 
bird is 3 to 4 4 hours; 8 to 12 
pound birds, 3 4 to 5 hours; 12 to 
15 pound bird, 5 to 8 hours; 16 to 
20 pound bird, ( to 7 4 hours. 
The bird is done and delectable 
when the leg joints move easily 
and flesh on the legs is soft and 
pliable when pressed with the fin­ 
gers.

New Jet Planes 
to Drastically Cut 


Costs, Prediction 


SACRAMENTO, «I — Jet air­ 
planes now in production will cost 
less to ride than buses and cut air 
freight rates by two-thirds, an air­ 
craft executive said today. 
Carl B. Squier, vice president of 
Lockheed Aircraft Corp. said two 
types of jet planes, turbojets and 
propjets, were fast aproaching 
mass production for civilian use. 
"These prop jet planes will carry 
cargo at rates about one-third of 
those necessary now,” Squier said. 
"The aircoach planes will have 
passenger-seat mile costs lower 
than anything we have today, 
lower even than present bus 
fares.” 
He said orders for 190 jet and 
project civilian planes, at a total 
cost of 830 million dollars have 
been placed this year. He estimat­ 
ed sales would pass the one bil­ 
lion dollar mark by the end of the 
year.
